Mr. Moliica motion to accept the minutes from the September 12, 2023, open session meeting.
Mr. Dion seconded the motion, and it was unanimously approved.

~ Mr. Corvi motion to accept the minutes from the September 12, 2023, executive session meeting
with the union. Mr. Mollica seconded the motion, and it was unanimously approved.

Mr. Tassinari motioned to accept the minutes from the September 12, 2023, executive session
meeting with the clerk.

The Board recognized 1015 Plymouth St., Abington regarding water allotment. Attorney Shawn
Riley informed the Board the 40B comprehensive permit project is moving forward and the current permits
are good into 2024. The Board and Attorney Riley discussed the project. Mr. Corvi motioned to extend
the water allotment approval for one year. Mr. Mollica seconded the motion, and it was unanimously
approved.

The Board recognized 695 Bedford St., Abington. Attorney Shawn Reilly represented the project
and corrected the address from 695 Bedford St., Abington as on the agenda, to 657 Bedford St.,
Abington. Attorney Riley stated there is a one two-bedroom existing house on that property. The
proposed project would add five two-bedroom units to the property for a total of six units. The Board,
Mrs. Cameron and Attorney Riley discussed the preject. Mr. Corvi motioned to approve the project with
one year to use the water. Mr. Mollica second the motion and it was unanimously accepted.



The Board discussed the senior discount, The senior discount is $10.00 off the basic charge per
Quarter. Citing the bond p. ts for the PFAS project, Mr. Mollica motioned to leave the discount
alone. Mr. Corvi second the motion and it was unanimously approved.

Mr. Dion outlined the work that had been done on the water usage restriction signs as presented
to the Board on July 26, 2023.
